Which has Prevailed in East 
Since Sunday 


EXCESSIVE TEMPERATURES 
ALL ALONG THE ATLANTIC 


New 
York, 
July 
10 
(/P)—A 
mounting 
death 
list 
today 
marked the continuation of the 
relentless 
heat 
under 
which 
much of the country has suffered 
since Sunday. 
Added to deaths attrib uted di­ 
rectly to the heat were several 
drownings and scores of prostra­ 
tions. 
Four persons succumb ed to the 
heat here yesterday and one 
death occurred a t W ilmington, 
Del. Seven heat fatalities were 
previously reported. 
Excessively high tem peratures 
prevailed 
along 
the 
A tlantic 
coast and as far west as the 
Rocky M ountains. Phoenix, Ariz., 
continued to hold its place as 
the hottest spot in the country 
with a maximum of 110. 
W ashington and Baltim ore had 
tem peratures of 9 6. At Philadel­ 
phia it was 9 3. New York, with a 
maximum of 88, was one degree 
cooler than the previous day. 
Brief thundershow ers b rought 
little relief in the M etropolitan 
area, b ut caused two fires when 
lightning struck dwellings near 
Alb ion and Magnolia, N. J. 
B athing resorts near here a t­ 
tracted hundreds of thousands 
seeking refuge from the heat. 
Lack of rain not onyl preclud­ 
ed relief from the heat, b ut at 
Holyoke, Mass., threatened 
to 
cause the closing of mills for 
w ant of w ater power. The Con­ 
necticut river level dropped near­ 
ly a foot in 24 hours.

TWO AVIATOR^ WEARY 
AFTER LONG FLIGHT 


Were Given Big Reception Upon 
Landing in Spain Late Yester­ 
day—850 Miles to go 


Santander, Spain, July 10(/P)— 
U ndaunted b y fatigue and ill­ 
ness, 
the 
American 
aviators, 
Captain Lewis A. Yancey and Ro­ 
ger O. Williams, set out to finish 
today w hat they could not quite 
conclude yesterday—their flight 
from Old Orchard, Me., to Rome. 
Lifting their plane from the 
ab andoned airdrom e a t Alb ericia, 
near here, at 11:20 a. m. (5:20 a. 
m. E. S. T.) they dipped once in 
salute and headed due east along 
the 850-mile route to the Italian 
capital. They hoped to take less 
than ten hours for the trip, a r­ 
riving at Ciampino airfield, south 
of the city, b efore dark. 
They were two tired and weary 
aviators, during their long flight 
from Old O rchard to Alb ericia, 
which ended in a landing forced 
b y lack of fuel at 9 :30 p. m. yes­ 
terday (3:30 p. m. E. S. T.) The 
nervous tension kept them going. 
But once here the reception 
sapped the last of their strength 
and it was difficult to get either 
Williams or Yancey from b ed this 
morning. Yancey arose first b ut 
went b ack to sleep when Will­ 
iams would only m utter -yes" to 
entreaties to get up. 
Williams 
finally arose a t 8:30, Yancey 
joining him shortly afterw ard. 
“We have enjoyed every m in­ 
ute of our stay in S antander,” 
C aptain Yancey said. “We hope 
to return some day, though not

The rear end of the dining cai 
and four pullm an cars left the 
rails and after b eing dragged 
over the ties, ab out seventy-five 
yards, turned over into a swamp 
Engineer P ettit said the train 
was traveling at ab out 55 miles 
an hour. The track had kinked 
due to the fact tha t a cool night 
last night was followed b y a hot 
day, he said. 


Culver City, Cal., July 10 (/P)— 
Having set a new world’s rec­ 
ord for endurance flight, L. W. 
Mendell and R. B. R einhart con­ 
tinued circling ab ove Culver City 
in the b iplane Angeleno today, 
determ ined to stay aloft until 
their m otor fails. At m idnignt 
they were passing their 185th 
hour in the air. 
W hen the fliers w’ould come 
down rem ained a question. Orig­ 
inally they hoped to rem ain up 
400 hours. Airport officials con­ 
ceded them a chance of stretch­ 
ing the tim e to 200 hours or more 
when they passed the form er re­ 
cord of 174 hours 59 seconds, es­ 
tab lished in Cleveland, four days 
ago, 
w ithout 
showing 
any 
m arked signs of physical 
ex­ 
haustion. 
Before taking on a full n ight’s 
supply of fuel last night the pil­ 
ots dropped a note reiterating 
tha t they would continue 
the 
record sm ashing flight until their 
engine falls apart. A. E. McMan­ 
us chief b acker of the 
en ter­ 
prise, declared 
then 
tha t 
*a 
true endurance test, to determ ine 
how long the m otor would run ,” 
was the ob ject of the continued 
flight. 
The Cleveland record, made b y 
Roy L. M itchell and Byron K. 
Newcomb , was b roken b y W en­ 
dell and R einhart a t 2:30:29 P. 
M., yesterday. The fine physical 
condition of the fliers then was 
evidence b y their oyous antics. 
R einhart stood in the rear cock­ 
pit 
waving jub ilantly to

cheering crowd b elow. Mendell, 
chief pilot, dipped the plane low 
over the field, also raising his 
head and dived down, once more 
to swoop close ab ove the ground, 
and off again to add more hours 
to the record.

Pair officials said rotted timber 
supports, which had escaped^ de,- 
tection during inspection, were 
responsible for the accident. 


It was children's day at the 


fair and a large percentage of 
the bleacher crowd at the eve- 
ning's entertainment consisted 
of children. Much of the con- 
fusion that followed the spill re- 
sulted "from frantic parents' en- 
deavors to find their offsprings. 


Police and volunteer workers 


aided, in extricating the injured 
and an emergency hospital was 
established on the grounds.

HOW THINGS HAVE CHANGED! 


Another old institution is passing away. 


Most adults can remember the 
old-fashioned 


corner store with its dingy gas lights, its dusty 
shelves, its open cracker barrel, and the black 
cat lying contentedly in the show window among 
the "special bargains" and the fly-specked dis- 
play cards. 
It was generally a black cat, and 


the grocer kept it because it was a sign of good 
luck. 
' 


Except in remote spots where the advancing 


demands of this cleanly age have not penetrated, 
or among people who have not recognized the 
importance of sanitary care of food, the old- 
fashioned grocery store has disappeared. It is 
vanishing, both from necessity and from choice. 
^ As a writer in the National Grocers' Bulletin 
points out: "Since most of the grocer's custom- 
ers are women, and everybody knows how fas- 
tidious women can be, he has his strongest rea- 
son for keeping the place clean. 
The up-to- 


date grocer knows the matter of cleanliness in 
foodstuffs is attracting more attention than ever 
before, and that most big food manufacturers 
make it a strong point in their advertising that 
their food is untouched by hands. Looking after 
cleanliness is just another road toward building 
good will for your store. Although intangible, 
good will is made up of very real things — and 
not the least of them is cleanliness." 


The-traditional black cat would feel lost in 


a modern grocery store. Package and wrapped 
foods, clear glass cases and jars, hold eatables 
that were packed in sanitary factories. Sales- 
men wear white jackets and aprons that often 
pay visits to the laundry- Floors and counters 
are kept free from litter. The refrigerator is 
clean and sweet for perishable foods. Running 
water and soap are convenient for frequent 
washing of hands. If women have done this by 
stepping 
out of their traditional sphere, may 


they keep on stepping. 


RELIEF WORK CONTINUES. 


The plains of Antioch, where Ben Hur train- 


ed his Arab horses for that famous chariot race, 


again are echoing to the sound of running feet. 
But this time they are human feet. 


Three villages for refugee families have 


been establishec on the .plains by the Near East 
Relief, partly to aid the Armenian families for 
orphan children ifnder American care for the 
past eleven years. Other private philanthropies 
joined in the scheme which was originally start- 
ed to demonstrate how emergency relief may be, 
transformed in;,o a constructive measure or per- 
manent value. 


The report of Charles V. Vickery, -general 


secretary of the organization, showed that in 
eleven years of operation more than one million 
and a half persons have been rescued from death 
by starvation and disease; approximately half 
a million children have been cared for in the 
refuge camps and the orphanages; and approx- 
imately 
$100,000,000 has been contributed by 


America to maintain this work. 


Approximately 32,000 children are now be- 


ing cared for according to the report, which 
shows that about one and a half million dollars 
must be raised to provide for the remaining 
orphan children, most of whom are under thir- 
teen years of age, to bring the work of financial 
solicitation to a close this summer.
